Through--43 to 32. 


Ten Senators, Including 


White, Paired. 


John Sherman Casts His Vote 
for the Bill. 


The Upper Chamber Crowded-Tilt Between 
Wolcott and Carey—The Vote in De- 
tail—The Chinese Bill—House 
Proceedings.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) This has been a field 
day in the Senate. No more interest 
has been manifested at any stage of 
the long struggle than was shown to- 
day when the question at issue was 
practically decided, and the victors are 
simply awaiting the vote in the House 
on the adoption of the Voorhees bill as 
a substitute for the Wilson bill to regis- 
ter their triumph. 

Before 11 o’clock the galleries were 
black with people, and a number of 
foreign representatives looked down 
from the diplomatic gallery. The scene 
on the floor was impressive. Nearly 
every seat was occupied, while a 
hundred Representatives the 
lower House ranged themselves against 
the wall. The impressive stillness was 
broken only by the rise and fall/of the 
voices of the speakers as théy delivered 
their final notes of triumph or warn- 
ing. 

The Senate and galleries seemed awe- 
stricken. Every one seemed to feel 
deeply that the result of this great par- 
liamentary struggle was fraught with 
momentous importance to the countfy, 
and that the policy about to be inaugu- 
rated was for weal or woe to 67,000,000 
of people. 

Senator Voorhees announced on Sat- 
urday that he would call for a final 
vote on the repeal bill at 2 p.m. today, 
but as it was known that the bill was 
still open to amendment, this morning, 
there was much speculation as to what 
propositions might be launched at the 
last moment by the silver men, who 
had nothing to lose and everything to 
gain by a sudden onslaught on the re- 
peal forces. 

The opening indications were not 
promising for a vote as early as Sena- 
tor Voorhees anticipated, as several 
Western Senators had expressed a de- 
sire to speak, and it was 7:28 o’clock to- 
night before the Senate, after one of 
the most remarkable parliamentary bat- 
tles of the generation, passed a bill un- 
conditionally repealing the purchase 
clause of the Sherman silver law. ‘ne end 
was reached at the conclusion of a con- 
tinuous session of fourteen days, after 
sixty-one days of debate, during which 
time five volumes of the Congressional 
Record have been filled w.th speeches 
amounting in the aggregate to about 
twenty million words. 

It is generally understood that the 
Senate will pass the Chinese extension 
bill while the House is considering the 
silver bill. Several Pacific Coast men 
said that the Senate should amend the 
bill, as has been suggested, by striking 
out all amendments, making it simply 
an extension of six months. A quorum 
will be needed in the House to pass the 
amended bill. The California members 
do not propose to give up what they 
would gain in extension with the 
amendments which they proposed, and 
which the House accepted. 

The House Committee on Territories 
has been busy for several weeks perfect- 


ot-ing a bill for the~admission Utah: 


It is thought that the administration 
has not wished to see the admission of 
Territories pressed just now. The fact 
that the men who will come to the 
Senate and House from all of the pro- 
posed new States would be silver men 
has caused the promoters of the State- 
hood movement to pause. 

In order to get around any such diffi- 
culty as this, Delegate Joseph of New 
Mexico has proposed to have the bill 
admitting his Territory changed so that 
admission will not become operative un- 
til 1895, for Utah, Arizona and New 
Mexico. It is proposed to grant them 
double the amount of land granted the 
last Territories to be admitted. The 
reason for this is that these grants gre 
made for the purpose of establishing 
a, fund for various institutions, and it is 
claimed that the lands which the three 
Territories now knocking at the door 
will receive are mostly, if not entirely, 
arid, and fit for nothing until they have 
been made valuable by a costly system 
of irrigation. 

The last six States admitted received, 
as grants for various State institutions, 
about five hundred thousand acres of 
land each. The three Territories asking 
for admission think they will need at 
least one million acres. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(By_ the 
Associated Press.), SENATE.—The roll- 
call showed the presence of fifty-two 
members when the consideration of the 
repeal bill was resumed. Senator Hun- 
ton of Virginia said that he would vote 
for unconditional repeal, and then* “be 
ready to join his friends in a fight for 
silver. 

Senator Cameron of Pennsylvania 
said that neither side had made a sug- 
gestion which, in his opinion, was 
broad enough. Therefore he had studi- 
ously avoided voting for or against the 
amendments offered. There could be 
but one solution, the free coinage, of 


the American silver product was es- 


sential to our prosperity. The Senate 


Mr. 


could not, with self-respect, pass snch a 
measure as this. It was argued in sup- 
port of this bill that repeal would force 
Europe to join us in an agreement for 
the use of silvér. That was cutting off 
the American market for silver, and 
would throw 50,000,000 ounces per year 
on the European market in the hope 
of breaking down the market price. 

“With a deficit of several million dol- 
lars per month in the treasury,’’ he 
said, “we would do well if we could 
keep $50,000,000 in gold in the treasury. 
We are wasting our silver, our gold 
and our credit.’ 

He would like to have this bill re- 
ferred to a select committee with In- 
structions to report on further meas- 
ures, to safely carry into effect the 
legislation postponed some time ago 
by Senator Morgan of Alabama. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama ad- 
dressed the Senate. The situation, he 
said, seemed to him a very lamentable 
one, of which he could speak only 


plate only with serious apprehensions 
for the future welfare of the country. 

Senator Morgan raid the passage of 
the bill would be an irrevocable sur- 
render to the deinands of most insolent, 
overbearing corporations. He read 
slowly, and with great emphasis, these 
sentences from Senator Gorman’s 
speech of Saturuay: ‘“‘We were com- 
pelled to take the terms offered by the 
Senator from Ohio. He held the key 
of the situation. You have dictated the 
terms to us.” 

“I thank Almighty God,’ said Mr. 
Morgan, imprestively, “that the Sen- 
ator from Ohio has never had the 
power to dictate terms to me as a 
Democrat. He may have dictated them 
to the President. to a committee or a 
minority of Democrats on this side, but 
he cannot dictate to me.” Again quot- 
ing from Senator Gorman’s speech, Mr. 
Morgan read a sentence as to Sherman 
laying down conditions: ‘He is laying 
down conditions to the Democracy,” 
said the speaker, contemptuously. 
“What is the Democratic party worth 
to itself. or to the country, or to pos- 
terity. when the Senator from Ohio has 
the key to the situation, and can lay 
down conditions to it? What is your 
majority here worth (addressing the 
Democratic Senators) thus trifled with, 
thus deceived, thus overrun and finally 
handed over to the tender mercies of 
the Senator from Ohio?” 

Senator Morgan said he had signed the 
proposed compromise, and had done so 
in order to have peace and fraternity 
in the Democratic party. ‘‘Commit sui- 
cide,”” said he, with much bitterness, 
“because you cannot get a chance to 
live on fair and even terms with your 
friends and neighbors.”’ 

He concluded his remarks at 2:40 
o’clock. He left the subject, he said, 
with the knowledge that the die was 
cast. The Senate, House and the Presi- 
dent had determined that the pending

Senator Carey of Wyoming defended 
Ais position on the repeal bill. He then 
referred to the speech of Senator Wol- 
cott-on Saturday, in which the latter 
said he was advised that Wyoming de- 
sired repeal and the Senator from Min- 
nesota (Mr. Washburne) had made a 
proffer of the vote of the Senator from 
Wyoming, and his authority was not 
questioned. Mr. Carey resented this 
statement, and made some sharp per- 


sonal references t6 Mr. Wolcott. In con- 


clusion, Mr. Carey said that he should 
vote for unconditional repeal, although 
he favored a compromise. 

* Senator Wolcott replied in an equally 
caustic manner. He read a statement 
made some time ago in. which Mr. 
Washburne stated that Mr. Carey had 
told him that he would vote for un- 
conditional repeal. ‘‘At the time that 
statement was made,’ said Senator 
Wolcott, ‘‘the Senator from Wyoming 
sat quietly in his seat and from that 
day until this has seen fit to give no 
utterance upon the subject. Here ap- 
parently stood this new, young com- 
monwealth, with its people unanimously 
in favor of free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver, represented in this body 
by a Senator who not only said no 
word, but permitted a Senator from an 
adjoining State to define his position. 
If the Senator from Wyoming is con- 
tent with his position I. have no objec- 
tion to make, I leave him to his con- 
stituents.’ 

Senator Carey having said in his re- 
marks that Mr. Wolcott strove after ef- 
fect, changed costume with each speech, 
etc., the latter replied hotly: ‘There 
are some men to whom clean linen is 
an offense.’’ He regretted that the Sen- 
ator from Wyoming was one of them. 
He apologized to the Senate for stoop- 
ing to such personal allusion, and sxid 
that there is a Spanish proverb that 
fits the case: ‘‘’'Tis a waste of lather to 
shave an ass.” 

This provoked great laughter in the 
calleries, and the Vice-President ad- 
monished the occupants. Senator Carey 
replied ine. warm manner, and charged 
Mr. Wolcott with abandoning his party 
in the last campaign, and said the 
trouble with Mr. Wolcott and his peo- 
ple had been that they attempted to 
interfere in the affairs of his (Carey’s) 
people instead of looking after their 
own. He (Carey) had a letter from a 
reputable citizen of Colorado, saying 
that if he voted against free coinage | 
the influence and money of that State 
would be used to ruin him.

CHICAGO, Oct. 30.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The last day of the 
World’s Fair opened with beautiful 
weather, but 2 pall hung over the great 
exposition, and its myriad flags floated 
at half-staff. Instead of the scene of 
dazzling splendor that was to have 
crowned a day of brilliancy in speech 
and song, only necessary lights will burn 
tonight, and the White City will be 
shrouded in darkness at an earlier hour 
than since its opening. 

With the tragic death of Mayor Har- 
rison, the life and gayety of the cx- 
position went out forever. Instead of 
a festival of oratory and music, which 
was to have filled in the afternoon, me- 
morial services were held.in Festival 
Hall, at which tributes were paid to 
the memory of Chicago’s most charac- 


teristic Chicagoan by the World’s Fair | 


officials, national and local, and by the 
representatives of assembled nations. 
The er udience, some of whom 
had comé from far distant States to as- 
sist at the rejdicings over the success- 


ful ending of the great exhibition, fill- / 


ing every seat and occupying every 
foot of standing room, were hushed. 

President Palmer of the National 
Commission presided. 

Rev. Dr. Burrows delivered a prayer 
and read an-address 
dent Higinbotham of the fair directory. 

After Mr. Higinbotham’s speech, ap- 
propriate resoultions concerning the 
taking off of Mayor Harrison, and pay- 
ing to his memory @ tribute of respect 
and admiration, were adopted. En- 
grossed copies will be sent to the fam- 
ily of the deceased. 

Then President Thomas W. Palmer, 
of the National Commission, announced 
that, in view of the sad circumstances 
which brought the assemblage together, 
the closing of the fair would be marked 
only by a salute of cannon and the 
hauling down of flaks. When that took 
place he declared, in obedience to the 
act of Congress, that the exposition 
would be officially closed. 

The total paid attendance at the fair 
from its opening to its close has been 
free admissions, 
which include employees of all kinds, 
exhibitors, concessionaries, etc., has 
been 5,953,818. Today’s admissions were 
242,575, of which 208,173 were paid. 


WAS INTERESTED IN SILVER. 


Prendergast Had Been Inditing Effusions to 
Senators at the Capital. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(By the As- 
sociaged Press.) Prendergast's  bul- 
lets. which took the life of Mayor 
Carter Harrison, might have found 
a lodgment in the heart of a 
United States Senator or even the 
President of the United States. 
For fully two weeks before the murder 
of Chicago’s Mayor the assassin had 
been directing messages through the 
mails to at least one United States 
Senator. which indicated that his mind 
wrought up 
President Cleveland. The burden of 
all these communications was the sil- 
yer question. 

Senator Dubois of Idaho and others 
were recipients of communications 
wh'ch have been received almost daily 
since October 9. Writing on October 21 
he said: ‘‘Repeal is effectually beaten 
unless the cloture is resorted to to 
stifle the voice of the people, and, if 
this dishonorable, unconstitutional, un- 
usual course is resorted to the peace of 
the nation is risked, 
who votes for the cloture can_ justify 
his course from a patriotic standpoint. 
I repeat that repeal is defeated, unless 
the cloture is resorted to.”’ 

On October 24 he wrote: ‘I notice a 
wavering in the ranks of silver’s en- 
emies. Your side is now the strongest 
If you are determined, firm and pa- 
tient, you can win. The best thing to 
do is to fight it out. Look out for arti- 
fices on the part of your opponents. 
Remember that the strongest and most 
intelligent leadership is on the part of 
the silverite side. Grover Cleveland 
is impotent.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 31.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The schooner Vik- 
ing arrived tonight with the two sail- 
ors who were marooned on Clipperton 
Island in May last. Clipperton Island 
is a tiny speck in the South Pacific, 
and is covered with a guano depdit. 
A company was organized to work 
the deposit; and the schooner Compeer 
left for the island with a force of men. 

The schooner was forced to return 
to San Francisco for supplies and ma- 
chinery, but ih order to hold the island 
left two sailors there with provisions 


for three months. The island is a deso- | 


late spot, and the sailors had misgiv- 
ings that the schooner would not be 
back in three months, so one of them 
sent a letter to a friend in this city 
when the Compeer sailed, telling of 
their fears of being deserted. The 
friend was asked to wait three months, 
and then, if no vessel was sent to take 
them off, he was to make the leiter 
public. 

Three months passed, and, as the 
guano company made no move to res- 
cue the men, the letter was published 
in the newspapers. Finally, in last 
August, the schooner Viking was sent 
after the deserted sailors. It was 
known here that the men’s provisions 
would be exhausted before the Viking 
could reach them, and there was much 
speculation as to their fate. The Vi- 
king found the men, Jensen and Hall, 
in good condition, and brought them 
back to San Francisco. They had eked 
out their provisions by eating birds’

TRAINED FOR WAR ONLY. 
The Zulus Have tor wenerations Had No 
Other Object in Life. 

Mr. Haggard’s tales have given us a 
highly colored, but by no means over- 
colored, view of the Zulus and their 
military prowess. According to the 
New York Tribune it would be difficult 
for any one to paint them in too glow- 
ing colors. They are the Spartans of 
Africa. For generations they have 
lived only for war. They have been bred 
and fed and trained and educated 
solely for battle. In physique they 
they surpass all other black men. In 
discipline they vie with the armies of 
Europe. In fierceness and courage they 
rank with the best warriors of any 
land or age. The romancer’s Galazi 
and Umslopogaas are not inventions. 
They are photographic picturings of 
types repeated 100,000 times in Zulu- 
land, The history of these people as 
a conquering nation dates from the be- 


velous military .system. That extra- 
ordinary man made warfare a scien- 
tific occupation just as completely in 
his way as did Hannibal or Alexander 
or Napoleon. He adopted the old Sper- 
tan rule, to kill all weak and sickly 
children and rear only the strong. In 
this way and by admirable systems 
of physical training he made the Zulus 
the matchless race they are. Then he 
made every man a soldier, and fighting 
the sole work of the nation. The fields 
and flocks and granaries of other 
tribes were their supply. Thus he be- 
came the unchallenged master of what, 
to him, was all the world. He was 
murdered at last by his own brother 
Dingaan, as Mr. Haggard reminds us, 
and then the decline of the Zulu em- 
pire began. Dingaan was deposed in 
favor 6f his brother Panda, and Panda 
Was succeeded by his son Cetewayo, 
his last heroic strug- 
n 

gland, the Zulu dynasty 

But the greatest of T’ Chaka’ - 
riors, his war secretary and field het 
shal. was one Moselekatze, or Unsil- 
ikati, as some spell it. Not long before 
the death of T’Chaka he, with the 
flower of the Zulu army, marched over 
the Drakensberg into the land of the 
Bechuanas and founded the Matabele 
kingdom. There he adopted the same 
discipline that had made the Zulus so 
great, with the result that the Mata- 
beles soon actually surpassed in power 
the parent Zulu empire itself. For 
nearly fifty years the name of Mosele- 
katze was a terror to all the tribes 
from the Zambesi to the Vaal, and more

also quoted from magazine articles on 
silver, a sentence about a trade by 
which the Senators from the Silver 
States voted against the force bill in 
return, for votes to be cast for free 
coinage. 

Senator Harris of* Tennessee hotly 
branded this.statement as false. Sena- 
tor Butler of South Carolina called 
upon Senator Manderson of Nebraska, 
who had raised a point of order against 
him (Senator Butler) several days ago 
for words spoken in debate with Sena- 
tor Hill, to call Senator Carey to order. 
Senator Manderson replied: The Sena- 
tor from South Carolina is so pugilistic 
in his tendencies that I leave this fight 
to him.’’ 

Senator Washburne characterized the 
statement that he had proffered Sena- 
tor Carey’s vote as absurd. 

Senator Dubois regretted that Senator 
Carey did not represent his people, 
but knew the Senator was following his 
conscience in doing what he though 
was right. 

Senator Pascoe called for the reading 
of his substitute, of which notice was 
given on Saturday. Senator Pascoe 
yielded while Senator Gray presented a 
report on the Chinese extension bill. 
Senator White asked that it be made 
a special order for Wednesday. Objec- 
tion was made, and the bill went to the 
calendar. Senator Pascoe’s substitute 
was then defeated, 20 to 47. 

It provided for free coinage of silver, 
with a seigniorage charge to be based 
upon the market price of silver. . 

Senator Stewart offered an amend- 
ment to the repeal bill, reducing the 
gold in gold coins 25 per cent, but ac- 
cepted a negative verdict without call- 
ing for the yeas and nays. 

Senator Jones of Nevada resumed his 
speech begun several days ago. The 
demonetization of silver was but a part 
of the scheme of the banks of the great 
money centers, who also wanted a 
monopoly of the issue of money. They 
will now demand the issue of $200,000,- 
000 of bonds, believing the distress of 
the country will become so great as the 
result of the contraction that the gov- 
ernment will be unable to resist. In 
his opinion, instead of issuing bonds to 
relieve the currency famine, the gov- 
ernment should issue greenbacks. In 
conclusion, Mr. Jones said this was not 
the doom of silver, as some imagine; it 
is only the,beginning of the fight. 

Senators Peffer and Harris spoke 
briefly against the bill, and Senator 
Stewart closed the long debate with a 
few remarks in a similar vein. 

At 7:20 p.m. the Vice-President put the 
question on engrossment and third 
reading of the bill, which was agreed to 
without division. A vote was then 
taken on the passage of the bill, as 
amended. It resulted—43 yeas and 33 
nays. The bill, as amended, passed.

A DIME NOVEL SOCIETY. 


Disclosure of the Methods of the American 
Protective Association. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The memorial which 
Representative Weadock wanted read in 
the House today about the American 
Protective Association comes from Mr. 
Youmans, a member of the last House 
from the Eighth Michigan District, 
who was defeated by William S, Lin- 
ton. It declares that Mr, Linton and 
his supporters represented that’ Mr. 
Youmans was a Roman Catholic, and 
that the Pope controlled his vote while 
in Congress. The American Protective 
Association, a copy of whose oaths ac- 
company the memorial, binds its mem- 
bers to do anything in their power to 
overthrow the Roman Catholic Church 
followers. ‘The exhibits of letters and 
circulars sent out by the officers of the 


American Protective Association are,

attached to the memorial. They all 
breathe the same hostility to Roman 
Catholics and call upon “all true and 
loyal Protestants” to vote for Mr. Lin- 
ton. 

The alleged oaths which accompany 
the memorial are very binding. No. 1 
is secretive, in which the candidate de- 
clares he is not a spy of any theological 
institution, and especially of the Cath- 
olic urch. Among other oaths, No. 3, 
which is taken on a dagger, binds the 
candidate to secrecy, commits him to 
support the government, makes it oblig- 
atory to keep church and State sepa- 
rate, and renounces all foreign powers. 

In No. 4 the candidates swear war- 
fare against ignorance and fanaticism, | 
and to use their utmost power to strike 
the shackles and chains of blind obe- 
dience to the Roman Catholic Church 
from the hampered and burdened con- 
science and the priest-ridden and 
church-oppressed people. This oath 


goes on at great length against Catho- | 


lics, and, in closing, takes a political 
turn, the candidate swearing that he 
will not countenance the nomination in 
any caucus or convention of a Roman 
Catholic for any office in the gift of the 
American people, and will vote only for 
a Protestant. Should there be two Cath- 
olics for the same office, he will erase 
their names from the ticket. 

The remainder of the oaths are elab 
orations of this, binding the candidate 
to do everything in his power to keep 
the Catholics out of public office, op- 
pose all their efforts to obtain control 
of the schools, etc. Oath No. 5 winds 
up as follows: “I denounce the Pope, 
his priests and emissaries, and the dia- 
bolical work of the Roman Catholic 
Church and its Pope. Amen, amen, 
amen.”’ 


BRITAIN HOPEFUL. 


If Cleveland Will but Continue Firm the 
Robber Tariff Goes. 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The Standard, com- 
menting on the passage of the repeal 
bill, says that a weaker man than 
Cleveland would have been beaten, ow- 
ing to the division of opinion in the 
United States. The defeat of the silver 
men is the first step in the return to 
better habits in many things besides 
currency. If Cleveland can accomplish 
a reduction in the tariff he will stand 
as the greatest administrator of the 
United States in the present generation. 
Without a reformed tariff reform in 
currency will do no permanent good. 

The Times says that the victory 
shows the firmness and courage of 
Cleveland, and hopes that repeal will 
restore monetary stability. 

The Daily News says that Cleveland’s 
shrewdness and sagacity have won a 
decisive victory for honest money and 
common sense.

Secretary Carlisle Estimates It Will Be 
$54,431,080 November 1. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Senator Sherman has 
received from Secretary Carlisle a reply 
to a letter of his concerning the seign- 
iorage now in the treasury. The Sec- 
retary says that of treasury notes is- 
sued under the Sherman act $52,395,840 
have, upon the demand of the holders, 
been redeemed in gold, and $2,224,192 
in silver dollars.

The Question of Immigration. 

’ Since the question of Chinese immi- 
gration has been before the people, re- 
newed attention has been called to the 
subject of immigration to our Eastern 
shores. It has commenced to dawn 
upon thinking men that this promiscu- 
us European immigration is in some 
respects more dangerous to the re- 
public than that which has come to 
wus from, Asia. The lower grades of 
Gmmigrants who are now arriving on 
the Atlantic Coast in such large num- 
bers belong to a different class from 
‘those who used to form the main bulk 
sof owr immigration. Such immigrants 
@s we used to receive from Europe 
‘were mostly of the hardy, industrious 
sort, who came with their families and 
“small belongings to reclaim the great 
prairies of the West and the virgin 
forests of the Northwest. They came to 
build up homes for themselves and their 
Wescendants, where they should be free 
from the despotism of their native 
countries. This is no longer the case. 
The human cargoes that are now un- 

oaded upon our shores are largely 
Wrawn from the prisons and poorhouses 
of the Old World. It is not mere com- 
Petition in labor that the American 
workingman has to fear from such im- 
@nigrants. If this stream is allowed to 
‘eontinue unchecked, there will soon be 
Yittle to choose between conditions 
‘which prevail here and in the Old 
KW orld. Indeed, as far as the question 
tof labor goes there is already no very 
‘great distinction between the ‘‘sweater’’ 
shops of Chicago and New York and 
“those in Berlin and London. But the 
Srouble is wider and deeper than this. 
Accompanying the competition in labor 
comes a deplorable decrease in moral- 
ity and a marked lowering inAthe 
standard of social life. Then again, 
‘tthese same people who have come to 
this country to escape from despotism 
@t home are ever the first to en- 
Geavor to fly in the face of this free 
government and endeavor to introduce 
were the horrors of anarchy, which is 
the worst kind of despotism that the 
world has ever known. Universal suf- 
frage gives these people a power to 
which politicians bow, while our schools 
‘will soon find themselves powerless to 
Subdue such a mass of ignorance, in- 
tolerance and crime. 

This question of unfestricted immi- 
Bration from the Old. World is very 
properly receiving the closest atten- 
tion of those who study the social 
problems of the times. Many strong 
articles upon the subject have been 
published during the past few months 
in our leading Eastern journals and 
w@agazines, in which the writers ex- 
press views that a few years ago would 
have been considered extreme and ex- 
aggerated, but which now meet with 
approval from our people. 
Among such recent articles is one by 
Vernon R. Andrew in the American 
Journal of Politics for October, the 
closing paragraphs of which are worth 
quoting: 


“What though our land today would 
accommodate a few millions of people, 
shall we therefore welcome to our 
shores anything that will fill a space 
and eat an extra loaf of bread? Is it 
60 necessary that our country should 
be populated to its very extreme limit 
that we must import paupers and crim- 
inals from abroad? Is our happiness 
not to be complete until we are able to 
rejoice over the fact that every ‘foot 
of territory we possess is fully occu- 

ed, and that we have a few citizens 

spare? 

“Let us rejoice that we live in a land 
which is still able to give its children 
ahome. Let us rejoice that we live in 
a land which is not. so densely popu- 
lated, and where the struggle for ex- 
istence is not so intense’ that the great- 
est wrong a parent can do his child 
is to bring it into existence. 
quality and not the quantity of a na- 
tion’s citizens which constitutes its 
greatness. 

“This is not a question in the decision 
of which we may allow ourselves to be 
guided by sentiment or feelings of sym- 
pathy. It is a question of national pres- 
ervation or destruction. 

“Then let the patriots of our land 
arise! Let those who love country bet- 
ter than party, to whom. honor is 
Gearer than notoriety, who prefer the 
welfare of mankind to the plaudits of 


It is the, 


the multitude, combine to preserve our 
land from the dangers which threat®n 
her. With all charity and sympathy 
for the ills and faults of other lands, 
let us say to the nations of the world, 
‘The United States considers it her 
foremost duty to protect the interests 
of her own citizens.’ ”’ 


It is quite evident that Congress will 
soon have to face this question of un- 
restricted immigration from Europe. It 
is a problem with which the Republican 
party is amply able to grapple, and 
that party should not fail to do this, if 
it nurposes to continue the system of 
protection to American industries which 
has hitherto been one of its leading 
watchwords. Working people of this 
country ask~—and the question is per- 
fectly logical and proper—how they are 
benefited by a duty on the manufac- 
tured product of European pauper la- 
bor, as long as that labor itself is let 
into the country without restriction, 
not only competing with American la- 
bor, but demoralizing the social fabric 
and threatening, if not checked in time, 
to overturn the form of government es- 
tablished by our fathers, who, when 
they invited the oppressed of all na- 
tions to find a refuge here, never had. 
in mind the immense swarm of pauper- 
ism, ignorance and. vice which for many 
years has been pouring into our gates. 


A Mining Bill. 

Many miners on this Coast are not 
aware of the fact that a bill suspend- 
ing the $100 per annum assessment on 
all unpatented mining claims has passed 
the House and Senate. It was amended 
in the Senate so as to permit its pro- 
visions to apply to only bona-fide resi- 
dents of the State or Territory wherea 
claim was located, and is now in con- 
ference. The Conference Committee 
has not vet acted on the Dill. 

This measure, which was introduced 
in the House by Representative Bell of 
Colorado, provides for the suspension 
of the statute requiring that $100 worth 
of work shall be done on all unpatented 


‘mining claims for a period of one year. 


The object of the measure was to re- 
lieve miners during the hard times 
from being compelled to perform this 
assessment work. It appears, how- 
ever, that the bill has not met with 
favor among the miners, and hundreds 
of petitions have been received from 
Colorado protesting aginst it. The 
necessary assessment work would pro- 
vide employment for thousands of 
miners during the month of December, 
and the bill would prove of more bene- 
fit to corporations than to workingmen. 
Owing to the strong opposition which 
has been shown-by the miners to the 
bill, it is probable that it will be side- 
tracked and not permitted to become a 
law. 


The Plumbing Ordinance. 

The City Council has promptly in- 
terpreted the hand-writing on the wall. 
At yesterday’s session a special com- 
mittee brought in a report recommend- 
ing the repeal of the existing plumbing 
ordinance, and the drafting of a new 
ordinance leses onerous and expensive. 
This is well. Efficiency and safety 
must not be lost sight of in the new 
measure, but every needless restriction 
and every unjust burden imposed “by 
the objectionable act should be removed 
in order that the drawbacks to build- 
ing in Los Angeles may be minimized. 
The people are willing to have all per- 
sons engaged in the plumbing business, 
whether as material men, contractors 
or workmen, fairly paid for their goods, 
skill and labor; but no “‘combine” will 
be permanéntly tolerated by free, in- 
dependent and spirited citizens. 

As an example of the “cinch” feat- 
ures of the existing ordinance, The 
Times prints some figures furnished to 
it yesterday by an owner and builder 
who has just ‘‘gone throught the mill’ 
For the putting in of three bath-tubs, 
seven closets and a hot-watér heater, 
the bids were as follows: Lowest, $1775; 
highest, $1996. Gas was put in through- 
out the house at a cost of only $145. 
The first figures are appalling; the con- 
trast is striking; the logic of the facts 
is obvious. There is something wrong 
here. 


After Repeal—W hat? 

At length, after a long, tedious and 
acrimonious discussion, the Senate has 
passed the bill repealing the so-called 
Sherman act, by a decided majority. 
Much valuable time has been wasted 
and many pages of the Congressional 
Record filled with long-drawn-out elo- 
quence before this result was arrived 
at. The reaching of a definite decision 
must be a relief, even to those who 
bitterly opposed repeal. 

Now that the Sherman bill has been 
repealed, what next? 

It is not enough to discard a gar- 
ment that does not fit. Something else 
must be obtained in its place. It is 
known that a considerable element in 
the East, which, from its large hold- 
ings of interest-bearing bonds, is gen- 
erally referred to as the “creditor 
class,”’ favors gold mono-metallism, be- 
cause this would enhance the value of 
the money in which the -interest is 
made payable. There is a strong sus- 
picion among the people that the Pres- 
ident sympathizes with this class, In 
fact, it has been openly charged that 
he desires to see no legislation in place 
of the Sherman law. It is, however, 
due to Mr. Cleveland to credit him 
with his own declarations in this re- 
gard, which have been in favor of, 


both silver and gold. We shall now 
have an opportunity to ascertain how 
much truth there is in these charges, 
and whether, if they are true, the ad- 
ministration Democrats will follow 
their leaderor rather their master—to 
the extreme of mono-metallism. If 
they do so they will find that they have 
run their party into a swamp from 
which it will be long in extricating 
itself. 

Congress should clearly understand 
that the repeal of the Sherman law 
was urged by many who are strongly 
opposed to mono-metallism. They de- 
sired that repeal in order that the way 
might be cleared for more satisfactory 
legislation. The repeal was a negative 
action. Now let us have some posi- 
tive work. Let us have a law that will 


_| provide for the establishment of a par- 


ity between the gold, silver and paper 
money of the United States, so that 
a dollar is a dollar upon whatever ma- 
terial the stamp of the government is 
placed. 

Nothing less than this will or should 
satisfy the people. 

Senator Sherman’s proposed bond bill, 
to increase the gold reserve by $100,- 
000,000 more, will be in order as soon 
as the House shall have passed the re- 
peal bill, which it is expected to do 
very promptly. 


Among those Californians who have 
not studied the question, there is a dis- 
position to class the Japanese and the 
Chinese in one category. This is quite 
erroneous. There is a wide difference 
between the people of the two nations. 
While the Chinese cling to their tradi- 
tions and customs, the Japanese are 
anxious to pattern after Europe and 
the United States. The progress which 
has been made in Japan for the last 
quarter of a century is truly remark- 
able. The government, the educational 
System and the press will, in some re- 
spects, compare favorably with any- 
thing that can be found in other coun- 
tries which are considered far more 
civilized. Nor do the Japanese show 
that disposition which is manifested 


4 by Chinamen to ignore the laws of the 


United States. This has recently been 
Shown in San Francisco, where a Jap- 
anese society has been formed to as- 
sist the authorities in suppressing the 
importation of Japanese girls for pur- 
poses of prostitution. The Japs are a 
very different people from the Chinese, 
and it is not fair to them to class them 
under the same head. 


A lady of culture has astonished the 
San Diegans by appearing on the strects 
in a Greek costume, minus shoes and 
stockings, or evén the classical sandals. 
The Greek costume, while very beauti- 
ful, is scarcely adapted to the breezy 
coast of the Pacific, and is not likely 
to become generally popular. As to 
going barefooted, that has become quite 
a fad of late among health seekers in 
Europe. The cure has been found very 
efficacious in cases of severe headaches 
and nervous diseases. It is not likely, 
however, that many will have the cour- 
age to adopt this radical costume in 
our cities. It has been said that even 
in this decollette age the feet is about 
the hast portion of the body which a 
‘woman will place“ on exhibition. By 
the way, it is mention that the lady 


in question has very small and pretty 
feet. 


It is pointed out that the possession 
of the Hawaiian Islands and the Nica- 
ragua Canal by the British would com-

Arrival of the Veteran Editor of the Chicago 
Tribune. 

Hon. Joseph Medill, editor of the Chi- 
cago Tribune; has arrived in Los Ange- 
les to spend another winter. Mrs. Me- 
dill preceded him by some weeks, ‘and 
prepared their house, corner of Fig- 
ueroa and Twentieth streets, for occy- 
pancy. After the burning of Mr. Me- 
dill’s house, at Altadena, nearly two 
years ago he put in a new foundation, 
but did not rebuild, having by that 
time decided that a location in the city 
would best suit the requirements of 
himself and family. 

Mr. Medill left Chicago on the 234 
inst., and only learned of the assassina- 
tion of Mayor Harrison after arriving 
on this side. In conversation yester- 
day with a Times representative, he 
expressed the common Chicago feeling 
of shame and_ humiliation over the 
shocking crime by which his successor 
in office was taken off. Mr. Medill 
knew Carter H. Harrison well, and, 
though strongly opposed to his political 
principles and official methods, was not 
on unfriendly terms with him person- 
ally. He regarded the .dead man as a 
strong, audacious character, with a 
vaulting ambition, which did not top 
short of the Presidency; and, in #ur- 
thering his political ends, he freely re- 
sorted to the tactics of the demagogue 
to catch the votes of the proletariat.

The Plumbing Ordinance 
Not Satisfactory. 


It Makes the Cost of Ordinary 
Work Too Expensive. 


A Special Committee to Frame. a 
New Ordinance. 


Salary of the Police Surgeon Raised—Street 
Improvements Ordered—The Differ- 
ent City Officials Make 
Reports. 


The City Council met at the usual 
time yesterday, with all the members 
present, except Messrs. Rhodes, and 
Gaffey. 

After the reading of the ‘minutes and 
the approval of the same, Councilman 
Innes moved that the City Attorney be 
instructed to present an ordinance ex- 
tending the time in which the first half 
of the city taxes for the present year 
would become delinquent, from Novem- 
ber 6 to November 27. Adopted. 

MONETARY MATTERS. 

The Finance Committee's report was 
then presented. The recommendation 
that the City Clerk present a requisi- 
tion to have the old official map of 
Ord’s survey recorded at an expense 
not to exceed $148.70 was discussed, and, 
on the statement that the recording of 
such map was of great importance, was 
adopted. 

Further recommendations in_ refer- 
ence to certain assessments claimed to 
be erroneous were adopted. 

The matter of the demand of E. K. 
Green as returned by the City Auditor 
without his approval, on the ground 
that the face of the demand amounted 
to more than the footing of the items 
shown within, was reported on by the 
Finance Committee with the recom- 
mendation that the objection of the 
City Auditor be overruled, and the de- 
mand allowed. The matter was, after 
discussion, referred to the City Attor- 
ney for an opinion in reference to it. 

The demands, together with the pay- 
rolls of departments, as approved by 
the committee, were approved by the. 


Council. 
PUBLIC WORKS. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works was then read. The recom- 
mendation in reference to a franchise 
for a street railway to be operated on 
certain streets on Boyle Heights, was 
referred to the City Attorney for an 
opinion as to whether such franchise 
would be legal. % 

The other recommendations of the 
board were adopted, as published. 

The report further recommended that 
crosswalks be placed on Hewitt street, 
south side of Second street; Second 
street, east side of Hewitt street; 
Fourth street, west side of Wall street. 
Also that sidewalks be placed across 
Los Angeles street, on the south side, 
at Eighteenth street; across Los An- 
geles street, on the north side, at Pico 
street: across Santee street, on the 
south side, at Twelfth street; across 
Thirtieth street, on the east side of 
Main street: Tenth street, east side of 
Georgia Bell street; and at Georgia 
Bell street. east side of Tenth street. 
Adopted. 

MOTIONS. 

Councilman Innes moved that the 
Street Superintendent be tmstructed to 
repair Upper Main street on the west 
side, between Alpine street and the old 
Catholic Church. Adopted. 

Councilman Innes moved that the 
Street Superintendent be instructed to 
place the south intersection of Castelar 
and College streets in a passable condi- 
tion.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


The Street Superintendent reported as 
follows: 


“In accordance with orders of your 
honorable body in relation to the total 
cost of the chain gang since January 1, 
1892, I beg leave to report that it is 
utterly impossible for me to give a cor- 
rect statement, as we have no data 
by which we can base our figures. But 
I can give you an accurate statement 
of the expenses of the said chain gang 
since January 1, 1893.’ ; 

The Street Superintendent was in- 
structed to present a statement ghow- 
ing the cost since January 1, 1893, and 
showing also where the gang had 
worked. 

“I also recommend the granting of 
thirty days’ further time to Frick Bros. 
in which to complete the grading of 
Lyell street; also thirty days more to 
Baldwin & McCoombs in which to com- 
plete the grading of Eshandia street.” 
Adopted. 

The City Tax and License Collector 
presented a communication, asking that 
he be allowed to continue the two col- 
lectors on his present force in his office 
through the month of November.

ENGINEERING QUESTIONS. 


The following report was presented 
by the City Engineer. 

“In the matter of the petition from J. 
G. Whittaker and others, asking for 
protection against the waters of the 
Arroyo Seco below Pasadena-avenue 
bridge, I would recommend that your 
honorable body officially define the bed 
of said Arroyo Seco and then construct 
a levee on the said arroyo. The levee 
could consist of brush and stone, faced 
with barbed wires strung on the water 
side of the same. The pile bridges of 
the Terminal and Santa Fe railways 
should be replaced with bridges of 
longer span, so as to offer less obstruc- 
tion to the stream. As they stand at 
present the debris lodged around the 
piles of the bridges should be removed.” 

The engineer was instructed to make 
the necessary map and survey defining 
the official bed. 

“At the request of the member from 
the Second Ward I report herewith 
upon an additional petition of property- 
owners for the grading, etc., of Belmont 
avenue from Temple street to Bellevue 
avenue. This, with a petition reported 
upon on October 23, 1893, gives petition- 
ers @& majority 'between the points 
where the grade has been changed upon 
said street. I, therefore, present here- 
with an ordinance of intention to grade, 
gravel curb and sidewalk with cement 
and construct a sewer upon Belmont 
avenue, between Temple street and 
Bellevue avenue.’’ Adopted. 

‘In the matter of the protest of H. 
S. Fudickar and others against the re- 
grading of Temple and other streets, I 
find that this, taken with other protests 
which have been referred to me from 
time to time, represents a majority of 
9289 feet of the frontage to be assessed 
to pay the expenses of said regrading.”’ 

It was explained that this was not a 
legal protest, but merely an expression 
of the sentiment of the property-owners 
interested. Councilman Innes said it 
was a very important matter, and he 
would like to have it thoroughly dis- 
cussed. It was for the Council to de- 
cide what would be done. 

The matter was referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole. 

“In the matter of the petition from 
P. R. Bellman and others, asking for a 
change of grade on Burlington avenue, 
from Ocean View avenue to Arnold 
street, I find that the petition, with the 
one from EB. L. Betts, reported on by 
me October 9 last, contains a majority 
of the frontage which would be ef- 
fected by said change of grade, and, 
therefore, your honorable body has ju- 
risdiction in the matter. I, therefore, 
present an ordinance of intention to 
change and establish the grade of Bur- 
lington avenue, from Ocean View avenue 
to Arnold street, and fixing the dis- 
trict of assessment.”’ Adopted. 

“In regard to specifications No. 
5 for graveled streets, referred to me 


gravel shall not contain any stone 
larger than a two-ineh cube, I find that 
said change is already incorporated in 
said specifications.’’ Filed. 

At this juncture the Council took a 
recess till afterndon. 


Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session the same 
members were present as in thé morn- 
ing. Councilman Strohm was called to 
the chair, and the matter of readver- 
tising for bids for work on Baldwin 
and Hoover streets, coming up as a 
special order at this time, the clerk 
was instructed to readvertise for bids 
for work on those streets. 

The readvertising for bids for work 
on Sixth street was laid over for three 
months, and action on the report of 
the City Engineer, as interrupted at 
the close of tre morning session, was 
then resumed. 

“Ordinance of intention to construct 
a cement sidewalk on the east side of 
Hope street, between Seventh and 
Eighth streets.’”” Adopted. 

“Ordinance of intention to grade, 
gravel and construct a cement curb 
and sidewalk on Pasadena avenue, 
from the north line of the Arroyo Seco 
bridge to the city limits.” Laid over 
for four weeks. 

“In regard to the proposed paving of 
Commercial street, from Alameda street 
thirty feet west, I do not believe that 
the intersection of Commercial and 
Alameda streets should be included in 
said work, for the reason that Alameda 
street has been paved to the official 
grade, excepting a portion of said in- 
tersection, which, to avoid a jog be- 
tween the two pavements, was made 
to conform with the pavement of Com- 
mercial street, and upon consulting 
with the City Attorney he gave me, as 


his opinion, ‘that said intersection hav- | 


ing been accepted by the city, the cost 
of the work done upon it cannot be 
again assessed on the property-own- 
ers.’’’ Adopted, and the clerk in- 
structed to readvertise for bids. 

President Teed moved that the Street 
Superintendent allow no gravel to be 
taken away from the street where the 
sewer is being constructed on Twenty- 
third street, between Flower street and 
Grand avenue, but have the same 
spread over said street, between said 
points, by his force. Adopted. 

An ordinance of intention to con- 
struct a sidewalk on the west side of 
Pasadena avenue, from Wells street to 
Koster street, was passed. 

ALISO STREET PAVING. 

The Board of Public Works presented 
the following supplemental report: 

“In the matter of the proposals for 
the improvement of Aliso street, be- 
tween Alameda and Keller streets, we 
recommend that the bid of the Bitumi- 
nous Lime Rock Pavingand Improve- 
ment Company be accepted at the fol- 
lowing prices: (The prices given were 
the same as those shown in the list of 
bids in the report of the morning ses- 
sion, above given.) 

The Finance Committee reported rec- 
ommending that the request of the City 
Tax and License Collector for the con- 
tinuance of the two additional deputies 
employed as collectors in his office dur- 
ing November be granted. Adopted. 

The Tax and License Collector. pre- 
sented a communication in which he 
suggested the amendment of the ordi- 
nance in regard to collection of city.

CARTER H. HARRISON. 


A Sketch of the Dead Mayor and Politician, 
by a Chicago Man. 
Srecially Contributel to The Times. 

The cowardly assassination of Carter 
H. Harrison in Chicago has sent ‘a 
thrill of consternation and _ horror 
throughout the entire country. Few 
men were so widely known as he—and 
the fact and manner of his taking off 
was the sole topic of conversation in 
the lobbies of the hotels and on the 
street corners on Sunday. 

While something of a demagogue and 
with something of the actor in his 
make-up, Carter Harrison was a stri‘- 


ingly picturesque personality, and in 
his freedom from _ conventionality 
and his personal and political auda- 


city he was a fitting type of the men 
who have built up that peerless city 
of the great Northwest, which he so 
long represented as chief magistrate, 
and his untimely death will be sin- 
cerely mourned. 

Coming into power on a tidal wave of 
popular indignation at the congested 
state of business, owing to a puri- 
tanical enforcement of stringent anti- 
liquor laws by the then chief of police, 
Elmer Washburn, he went to the other 
extreme. Saloons were run wide open 
day and night; gambling was winked 
at. and Chicago, being a cosmopolitan 
city, with the native element largely in 
the minority, the different nationalities 
making up the population were allowea 
full license to celebrate their national 
holidays. On St. Patrick’s day the Irish 
societies were permitted to “fight like 
divils for conciliation and hate each 
other for the love of God,’ and Carter 
Harrison was an honored guest at the 
banouet. The Germans could sing the 
‘‘Wacht Am Rhine,’’ and the French- 
men the “‘Marseillaise’’ as long as they 
did not come to loggerheads, and by 
these methods confidence was restored 
and Chicago commenced to boom again, 
but in the end it was disastrous. The 
Anarchists, taking advantage of this 
leniency, proceeded to openly advocate 
murder and assassination. Processions, 
in which the red flag of anarchy was 
displayed, while the starry flag of the 
country was borne union down, were 
permitted, and the whole thing cul- 
minated in the Haymarket massacre of 
the police. 

I saw Carter Harrison present at 
that meeting, half an hour before the 
bomb exploded. He reined up his horse 
within a few feet of me. With his 
broad-brimmed, felt hat, pulled well 
over his bushy and beetling brow, he 
sat listening, with a thoughtful expres- 
sion on his face, to the wild and fervid 
oratory of the Bnglishman, Sam 
Feilden, and then quietly rode off. 

But whether or not the license of 
his administration led up to the out- 
break, there-can be no question about 
the energy with which he caught and 
throttled the monster Anarchy when 
it did show its head, and stamp it out 
forever in Chicago. 

In politics Harrison was seen at his 
best. His personal magnetism, his 
ready wit and his wonderful gift of 
speech, could sway an audience as few 


the power to-do, and, if he 


could inveigle an adversary into a joint 
debate, it was all over with his oppo- 
nent. 

He had no use for a man who -had 
not the courage of his convictions. 
Speaking of Senator (then Congress- 
man) Farwell, he once said to the wri-, 
er: 

“Charley Farwell is all right. You 
know where to take him. He’s not like 
some of these other fellows, skirmishers 
between the lines—neither fish, flesh nor 
fowl, nor good red herring. He's a 
Republican, and you know where’s he 
at.” So it was with iaestene, You 


For all and with all his faults, which 
will be burted in his tomb, the name 
-and fame of Carter Harrison will long 
be remembered’ and loved in the city 
which honored him by electing. him five 
times to the highest office ft.

RIVERA WALNUTS. 


The First Shipment of the Crop—Unsatisfac- 
tory Methods. 

‘RIVERA, Oct. 30.—(Special.) This 
morning at 2 o’clock the wagons laden 
with sacks of walnuts began to arrive 
at the Santa Fe station, and at, or 
near, 9 o'clock forty were in waiting 
for their turn of weighing the sacks. 
Porter’s agent did not arrive until 
about 8:45, and then the slowest and 
red-tapest kind of work had to be gone 
through in sampling, examining, 
weighing, etc. The morning was foggy, 
raw, and, really, very cold, and the 
men suffered considerably while waiting 
the late arrival of the purchasing 
agent, and the _ dilatory, slow-coach 
method of handling walnuts in this 
country. There were, at the least, sixty 
men, to say nothing of horses, con- 
nected with the walnuts, and Mr. Agent 
ought to know that their time is valu- 
able. Many of the teamsters and pro- 
prietors uttered objurgatory words. 
Among the proprietors were two clergy- 
men. Surely there must be some 
quicker way of dispatching walnuts 
than the method employed before the 
sacks are placed in thé@ cars. 

The forty wagons contained, on the 
average, thirty sacks of 100 pounds 
each. Several pounds were weighed, 
and they rar thirty-eight nuts to the 
pound, and this would make those forty 
wagons bring to one little station in 
a single day the enormous total of 
4,440,000 walnuts! The crop is but little 
more than half the average crop this 
year, but the quality certainly is very 
good.

Southern California is to 
Have a Building. 


To Be an Honor and an Orna- 
ment to the State. 


Encouraging Reports Presented to 
| the Committee. 


Every Facility to Be Afforded for Making a 
Proper Exhibit—The Finances are 
in Very Good Shape for 
the Work. 


It is decided that Southern California 
shall erect a building at the Midwinter 
Fair, which is to be an honor and an 
ornament to the State, a thing of am- 
ple space and beauty, without extrava- 
gance, a fitting crown to the sightly ele- 
vation on which it will be placed. It 
is to be hoped that every county of 
the seven which compose our “South” 
will fall into line, put a shoulder to 
the wheel, and force the good work 
along without break or stop until ulti- 
Mate success—in the shape of a com- 
plete. and fitting structure—marks the 
enterprise and the loyalty of the south- 
ern half of the State to the whole. 

The meeing of the . Midwinter Fair 
Committee at the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday afternoon was one of 
the most enthusiastic and _ successful 
that has yet been held. Five counties 
were represented, as follows: 

Los Angeles—Messrs, J. Slauson, 
Charles Forman, Charies Silent, T. D. 
Stimson and Gov. Sheldon. 

Riverside—J. R. Newberry. 

San Bernardino—T. S. Ingham. 

San Diego—R. H. Young. 

Ventura—F. A. Foster. 

J. S. Slausen occupied the chair, and 
Cc. D. Willard acted as secretary. 

Judge Silent, as one of the commit- 
tee appointed to visit San Francisco 
and look the grounds over, in order to 
see what plans should be adopted for 
furthering the interests of this section, 
was called upon to report. His report 
was of great interest, and in every re- 
spect flattering in prospects. He rep- 
resented that the Southern committee 
was met with the most cordial recep- 
tion, shown every consideration, and of- 
fered the choice of such favorable sites 
as were at command. Upon one of 
these sites Mr. Silent dwelt at length 
and with force. It’ seemed to him too 
desirable to let any opportunity pass of 
securing it. This location is a com- 
manding elevation, in close proximity 
to and rising beyond the Agricultural 
building and the Fine Arts building, 
and forming a part of the main circle. 
Behind it sweeps a grand ridge of for- 
est, of evergreens and various trees, 
which have been protected in all their 
symmetry and beauty. This back- 
ground is the frame in which, if this 
site is chosen, the picture which our 
building is expected to form will be 
set. Below, a vast depression is over- 
looked, and this will be completely 
filled with fountains, flowers, shrubbery 
and trépical plants, and lighted at night 
by electricity. It is directly opposite 
the main .entrance, and the foundation 
of a building placed on this elevation 
will be on a level with the eaves of the 
Agricultural building. 


Mr. Silent further stated that in plac--] 


ing a building here, there would be 
much economy in ornamentation, as 


instructed to proceed at once to San 
Francisco, look the premises over, and 
report as soon as practicabie. 

The matter of railroad transportation 
for members of the Executive Commit- 
tee and others was referred to Messrs. 
Silent, Slauson and Young, who will in- 
vestigate and report at the next meet- 
ing. 

The announcement, strengthened by 
the reading of letters, from Santa Bar- 
bara and Orange courities, to the effect 


with the Southern Californfa organiza- 
tion, brought out further earnest dis- 


cussion. The reports of the visiting 
committee to those counties was re- 
viewed, and the entire sentiment 


seemed to be of deep regret that South- 
ern California should not stand as a 
whole in this important enterprise, in- 
stead of separating off into individugl 
factions. Not one present entertained 
a doubt as to the grand showing which 
the seven rich counties of the South 
might supply, if worknig together as 
a unit. Nearly all believe that these 
two counties will think better, yet, of 
this decision, and will soon wheel into 
a, Foster expressed himself as be- 
lieving that the Santa Barbara people 
will eventually come in, if they find 
that the building is to be satisfactory, 
and one which they approve. 

Chairman Slauson having brought up 
the matter of finances, and the time 
of paying in moneys for carrying on 
the work, Mr. Newberry stated that 
Riverside county was ready to make 
payment at any time, and Mr. Young 
announced that he was supplied with 
a check from San Diego county to meet 
anv. indebtedness. 

Mr. Forman believed that no contract 
should be made until.the money was 

the treasury. 

motion, that at the 
next meeting each county be prepared 
to put up half of its assessment, pre- 
vailed. 

The meeting adjourned, subject to the 
all of the chair. 

. It is expected that Architect Hunt 
will leave today for San Francisco, to 
study the location. The design which 
he presented contemplates a building, 
the center portion of which is 100 feet 
square, with a central space sixty feet 
in diameter, open to the roof, which is 
about seventy-five feet high, with gal- 
leries around, serving as a place for 
large exhibits and decoraticns. The 
design also contemplates wings fifty 
feet square on two ends, and an open 
eolonnade around the front and sides. 
The tower of this buliding will rise to 
eighty or one hundred feet above the 
main structure of the Agricultural 
building. 

Tt is — intention to build of frame 
and decorate with plaster and staff, 
and also to go in for color effects to a 
considerable extent. This could be 
easily done with plaster. The style of 
architecture will be especially typical 
of the South.

The Floral Carnival—The Catholic Fair—Per- | 
sonal Mention.

San 
Francisco’s well-known disposition to 
‘hog it all’ doubtless accounts for this 
attempt to rob Santa Barbara of the 
observance of the most charming festi- 
val of all the year. The Santa Barbara 
Floral Festival was, it is true, sug- 
gested by.one held annually at Nice, 
but in floral abundance and in rich- 
ness of purely floral display, it sur- 
passed anything ever before held in 
that line.

Allusion was also made to the interest 
which Gov.’ Markham had displayed in 
the Southern California undertaking. 
He came down from Sacramento and 
mnet the committee while in San Fran- 
cisco, and was of great assistance. 

The matter of cost of the building 
. Was then discussed with spirit and at 
considerable length, although with the 
best of feeling. The aim is to erect a 
structure which shall be handsome, 
ornamental, in a measure unique, and, at 
the same time, not call for a needless ex- 
penditure of funds. During this: dis- 
cussion, the.question of holding our 
Southern Citrus Fair in San Francisco 
was also brought up and argued. The 
opinion seemed to prevail with many 
that such an exhibit, held there; dur= 


thercoming important season, might” 


be of vastly more benefit than if held 
here, where every one knows that we 
can rafsé ordnges. The idea is to make 
everything tell during the next few 
monthre, to send our name where it is 
preity sure to win us fame, 

Another subject broached was that 
of inviting Fresno, Tulare, Kern and 
other central counties to join in the 
Southern exhibit with the wide variety 
of products in which these localities 
could make a fine showing. Upon this 
question opinions differed widely. None 
uoubted the addition in the way of ex- 
hibits, but the majority favored main- 
taining only an exhibition which should 
be purely Southern Californian. 

Upon motion of Mr. Newberry, Archi- 
tects Bradbeer and Hunt were invited 
lorward to present plans and sugges- 
tions .for suitable buildings. Mr. brad- 
beer’s proposed structure was an or- 
nate and apparently costly affair, al- 
though he estimated the expense at 
only about $10,000. Mr. Hunt’s was the 
tame submitted by him at the meeting 
a fortnight since, and seemed more 
nearly the idea of the committee. 

Mr. Silent recommended that an ar- 

chitect be selected and sent to San 
Francisco to look the grounds over, as 
only by this means could he conform 
the builldimg to the grounds. He could 
then “présent a perfected plan, after 
which bids could be advertised. 
' Gov. Sheldon suggested that as two 
counties were not represented it might 
be well to wait until a future meeting 
before taking definite action, but this 
was opposed by Mr. Newberry, who 
moved the election of permanent officers 
for the organization, and immediate 
action. 

As all the counties, with the excep- 
tion of LOS Angeles, had elected their 
executive cémmittee, a brief recess was 
taken, during which this necessary 
measure was undergone by the tardy 
rounty, the committee named being 
Messrs. Forman, Silent, 
Slauson. The entire body then went 
into executive session and organized 
with J. S. Slauson as permanent cha'ir- 
man and C. D. Willard as temporary

[RAILROAD RECORD.} 


Promised Completion of 
the Coast Line. 


The St. Paul Road Enabled to 
Restore Salaries. 


The Santa Fe Chicago Terminus in 
Danger of Confiscation 


A Meeting of the Nevada Southern Commit- 
tee-Ex-Mayor Hazard is Enthusi- 
astic—General and Lo- 
cal Notes. 


A meeting of the committee ap- 
pointed to listen to the plans and propo- 
sitions of President Isaac E. Blake of 
the Nevada Southern Railroad was held 
yesterday afternoon at the office of ex- 
Mayor Hazard. After discussing the 
matter for several hours, an adjourn- 
ment was taken until 3 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon. This committee consists of ex- 
Mavor’ Workman, ex-Mayor Hazard, H. 
Jevne, J. M. Witmer, J. B. Lankershim, 
W. Cc. Patterson and M. W. Stimson. 
All were present, with exception of one, 
who was kept away by other business. 
These business men were appointed at 
the informal meeting of last Saturday 
in the Chamber of Commerce rooms, 
when Mr. Blake first stated his posi- 
tion. and asked the aid of Los Angeles 
capital toward completing a _ ten-mile 
section of the Nevada Southern Rail- 
road, of which nearly thirty-two miles 
are already constructed and in opera- 
tion. 

Ex-Mayor Hazard, who has taken a 
great interest in the project, was seen 
by a reporter last evening, and is very 
enthusiastic over the benefits that 
would accrue to Los Angeles on the 
completion of this road, which, he says, 
would give this city direct communica- 
tion with Salt Lake City. As was ex- 
plained in The Times of the 22d inst., 
with the completion of this road to its 
northern destination it can be made to 
connect with both the Rio Grande 
Western and the Union Pacific sys- 
iems, thus opening up an immense ter- 
ritory to Southern California, and at 
the same time giving those roads easy 
access to tide-water. 

“This is an opportunity that should 
be taken advantage of,” said Mr. Haz- 
ard. ‘“‘We have talked and talked and 
talked about a railroad to Salt Lake 
City, and now we have a chance to see 
‘ur expectations realized. Mr. Blake 
wants $80,000 to complete a’ ten-mile 
sap over the mountains, and offers to 
secure the loan by first mortgage 
bonds on the Nevada Southern, a road 
which is already built in part, and 
which is doing a paying business. He 
wants to get out of the New York 
range of mountains, after which the 
balance of the road will be plain sail- 
ing. as it debouches into the valleys of 
Southern Nevada and Utah. The road 
will then run _ straight to the North, 
through the Dry Lake Valley, for a 
distance of 100 miles, to the coal fields. 
Over the desert there are no heavy 
grades, and all that is required is sim- 
piv to lav the ties and rails. 


_ “Mr, Blake,-as I understand it,’’ con- 
tinued the "ex-Mayor, “has been at 


work on the road, but, as with many 
other enterprises, the financial strin- 
gency has made it difficult to proceed 
further with the means at hand. He has 
the men at work now and wants this 
loan to enable the road to continue 
building. After this ten miles is com- 
pleted the road will be in such paying 
condition that its completion to its 
northern terminus will be a question 
of but a short time. 

“Fhe vast mineral country which this 
road will drain and which will be thus 
made tributary to Los Angeles will 
make this city the greatest on the Coast 
within ten years. Nature has been 
most lavish in that section. Salt, 
borax and nitrates exist in great quan- 
tities, and there are gold, copper and 
lead mines already in operation, which 
would be reached by this road. Iron 
and coal in endless quantities exist in 
Southern Utah, which can be mined at 
a” minimum cost and which would be 
brought to tide-water by this new ave- 
nue. It will be a great thing for Los 
Angeles to have this line through,”’ con- 
cluded Mr. Hazard, ‘and I am heart 
and soul in favor of it. Why, we'll 
have another Pittsburgh here in less 
than five years and Los Angeles will 
be the money center of the Pacific 
Coast.”’ 

THE SANTA FE IN CHICAGO. 
According to the latest report from 
Chicago the Santa Fe is in some dan- 


ger of losing its entrance to that city. 


|The Chicago Herald, of October 26, 


says: 

“The Western Indiana Railroad Com- 
pany must elevate its tracks or move, 
the city law department says. It has 
declared war against the company, 
Some time ago the officials of the road 
said they would have to get out of 
town if they were obliged to elevate 
their tracks. They can no longer ap- 
peal to the law department: 
only “salvation is the City Council, 
which may grant them rights neces- 
sary to the holding of their tracks, if 
they make concessions in the matter 
of track elevation satisfactery to 
the alderman and the Mayor. 
Corporation Counsel Kraus yes- 
terday began legal proceedings in 
the Circuit Court with a view of re- 
moving practically all of the tracks 
of the Western Indiana Railroad Com- 
pany within the limits of the city from 
the public streets. This action takes 
the form of a suit for the ejectment 
of the compainy from Wallace street 
and Stewart avenue, which is _ prac- 
tically the main line of the company, 
and notice for removal of nearty all the 
other tracks of the company, including 
the Belt line, within ten days from 
date. The suit for ejectment is against 
the Western Indiana Railroad Company 
and the lessees of its tracks, including 
the following roads: Chicago and East- 
ern fTfilinoig; Wabash; Chicago and 
Grand Trunk; Chicage and Erie; Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago; Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe. 

“The damages to the city are placed 
at $5,000,000. 

‘For months the corporation counsel 
has been preparing for just such a 
move as this, for all the negotiations 
on the part of the Western Indiana 
company have been half-hearted, it is 
said, and of a character which g 
promise that in the end the company 
would say it could do nothing. Engi-

He believes he can make the com- 
pany take its tracks from nearly all 
of the streets and that he can, if neces- 
sary, remove almost every mile of 
trackage within the city limits con- 
trolled by the Western Indiana com- 
pany. The effort to do so is begun in 
the best of faith, and the corporation 
counsel means to leave no stone un- 
turned to accomplish that purpose. He 
does not talk much of track elevation.

Important Business Transacted—Street Im- 
provements Quite the Fad—Various 
Items of Local Interest— 
Brevities. 


City Council met in regular session at 
2 o'clock Monday afternoon. President 
Weed presided and all the trustees were 
present, except Mr. Lukens. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
Were read and approved. 

All bills filed to date were referred 
to the Committee on Auditing and Fi- 
nance, without reading. 

F. F. Palmer addressed the board 
with regard to renumbering the houses 
on the streets within the city limits. 
No action was taken. 

A resolution was passed adopting spe- 
Cifications for a cement sidewalk on 
the west side of Raymond avenue, be- 
tween Walnut and Villa _ streets, to- 
with a resolution ordering such 
work. 

Similar action was taken on the lay- 
ing of a cement sidewalk on the west 
side of Pasadena avenue, from Colorado 
to Kansas streets. 

The City Engineer and Attorney were 
instructed to prepare general specifica- 
tions for street work, which will make 
it unnecessary hereafter to draw up 
separate specifications for each particu- 
lar piece of work. ; 

An ordinance establishing the official 
grade of Worcester avenue, was de- 
clared read for the first time. 

The Street Superintendent was in- 
structed to have flumes constructed 
across Pasadena avenue and Palmetto 
drive, where the Terminal road crosses 
these théroughdares, at the expense of 
the railroad company. 

The clerk was instructed to notify the 
street railway companies operating on 
Chestnut street to construct a flume 
across that street, on the west side of 
Raymond avenue, of dimensions suffi- 
cient to carry off the storm water.

SAN BERNARDINO. 


An Appropriation for the Mid- 
winter Fair Exhibit. 


Capture of the Supposed Assassin of Herbert 
R. Holman of Chino—Cutting Down

San Bernardino county has come into 
line with the six other counties of 
Southern California, and will unite 
with them in constructing a building 
and maintaining a Southern California 
exhibit at the Midwinter Fair. At a 
meeting of the county supervisors held 
on Monday the matter was discussed 
at lerigth, after having received a re- 
port from T. S. Ingham, chairman of 
the County Committee, and by unani- 
mous vote it was decided to pledge 
$2000 as the portion from this county 
for defraying the expenses of such an 
exhibit.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


A Stormy Meeting of the Board 
of Supervisors. 


A Difference of Opinion as to the Improve- 
ment of the River Bed—Encourag- 
ing Reports from 
Chicago. 


The meeting of the Board of Super- 
visors Monday morning was a rather 
stormy one. For some \time there has 
been some dissension between the 
County Surveyor, who has charge of 


the river improvement work, and the 


member of the Board of Supervisors 
from Garden Grove, as to the kind of 
protection that should be given the 
banks of the river adjoining the Fifth- 
street bridge. Mr. Hawkins was in 
favor of building a wing dam just 
above the bridge, in order to more ef- 
fectually, as he thought, protest the 
Fifth-street grade and approaches to 
the bridge, but Mr. Finley thought it 
was best to follow the course of the 
river, and thereby carry out his plans 
as originally made. A number of spec- 
tators were before the board, and par- 

ipated in the discussion, giving their 
views of the work as they thought it 
should be done. Mr. Hawkins admitted 
that he wanted to control the work in 
his district, because he thought he knew 
more about it than Mr. Finley did, 
whereupon Surveyor Finley charged the 
supervisor with trying to prejudice the 
people against the work that he was 
doing. He said that Mr. Hawkins had 
brought people to the ground and had 
told all sorts of stories about changes 
in the river bed, and he had said that 
if he had known that he would not 
have had control of that work he would 
not have voted to appropriate a cent 
for the improvement of the river. This 
accusation Mr. Hawkins did not deny, 
and so the discussion proceeded, many 
others participating therein. After sev- 
eral hours had been consumed in hear- 
ing the various opinions, the board in- 
structed the surveyor to use extra pre- 
caution in the work north of the Fifth- 
street bridge without interfering with 
his original plans. 

Mr. Lefelt appeared before the board 
in reference to assistance in the 
protectifn of his land by the wash of 
Santiago Creek. He was informed that 
the county would furnish the wire nec- 
essary to form a protection to his land, 
but nothing more. 

Lutz & Twomey’s communication rela- 
tive to the assessment of their stock of 
agricultural implements was read, and 
the clerk was instructed to notify them 
that the board had no power to change 
the assessment. 

A communication from Robert A Ew- 
ing, relative to the county advertising 


in the California Midwinter Fair Illus- 


trated, was received, read, and ordered 
filed. 

The board adjourned to meet Monday, 
November 6, 1893.
